esting m aterial for a subject, no­ 
thing was lacking to make the af­ 
fair one of thorough enjoyment for 
all. 
The crowd assembled at the E x­ 
perim ent Station at IO a. rn. and 
were honored by the presence of Dr. 
J. W Lloyd 
of the Horticultural 
departm ent of the U. of I. 
Dr. 
Lloyd was the official leader of the 
tour and made a bt ief talk explain­ 
ing its purpose and welcoming the 
crowd to the station. 
Mr. E. P. Lewis, through whose 
able m anagement the Cook County 
branch of the 
state horticultural 
Departm ent has reached its pres­ 
ent successful stage, then conduct­ 
ed his guests 
over the grounds 
showing and explaining the various 
fertilizer experiments in progress 
on the miscellaneous garden crops 
specialized in by the Cook county 
growers. 
Mr. Lewis’ explanations 
of his experiments were very much 
appreciated and now’ that the new? 
greenhouse is completed, it will en­ 
able him to conduct experiments on 
greenhouse plants throughout the 
v inter. 
Charles C. Compton, state ento­ 
mologist who is now’ permanently 
established at the Experiment Sta­ 
tion, showed the visitors the new- 
lv erected 
“insectorium” he em­ 
ploys in his work of breeding and 
studying the various insects. 
Having given the station a thor­ 
ough examination the party board­ 
ed their cars and headed for the 
Louis Schroeder 
farm on Oakton 
St. where flourishing plots of on­ 
ion sets, pickles, parsnips, and car­ 
rots were gone through and in­ 
spected by the austere judges who 
pronounced it a perfect field. The 
onion and pickle fields of Clarence 
Goede were also visited before the 
parade led to the home of Albert 
Landmoier 
where on a 
spacious 
lawn beneath cool, shady trees the 
crowd were invited to bring forth 
their lunch baskets and enjoy their 
picnic lunch. And how delicious the 
lemonade served by the Landmei- 
ers tasted and didn’t it add just 
the right touch to the dinner? The 
crowd appreciated this hospitality 
and the kindness of the Landmoier 
family in offering their lawn for 
the occasion. 
A fter lunch a visit was paid to 
Mr. Landmeier’s potato field. Mr. 
Landmeier, an expert farm er, be­ 
lieves in up to the minute meth­ 
ods and systems of splaying and 
as a result his immense field of 
prosperous looking potatoes was a 
sight to be marveled at. 
Another interesting 
sight was 
the 11 acre patch qf pickles seen on 
the farm of Geo. Koelper where 
a crowd of laborers were busy h ar­ 
vesting the verdant crop. 
Finally the farm of John Bur- 
chard on tile 
Manheim Road was 
inspected wdiich 
incidentally was 
the only stop of the tour at a road­ 
side m arket stand. And taking ad­ 
vantage of this fact, 
one of the 
gentlemen treated 
the 
crow’d to 
some luscious watermelon. 
The general route of the touy led 
through the gardening territory of 
Elk Grove township which is fast 
becoming the main gardening cen­ 
ter of the county as the growth of 
the city of Chicago pushes the g a r­ 
deners westward. 
The men and women attending, 
same, not only from the neighbor­ 
hood, but from Prairie View, Buf­ 
falo Grove and also from the south­ 
ern end of the county, Blue Island, 
Lansing and Oak Glen. This clear ­ 
ly shows the widespread interest in 
these affairs which in turn shows 
th at the work accomplished at the 
experiment station is being appre­ 
ciated more and more by the g a r­ 
deners and farmers.

Palatine Wild Cats 
Defeat Niles Center 


French, pioneer resident of north­ 
ern Cook county, another family of 
the original American settlers of 
this section has come to its end. 
Her father, E. French, 
came 
to 
Cook county in 1845 and was a 
resident in Elk Grove township be­ 
fore his removal to Palatine lr 1862. 
His neighbors of those early days 
were American families, all pion­ 
eers, whose places were later taken 
by settlers from Germany. 
In re­ 
cent years these families have been 
thinning out, until the number of 
the original pioneers can almost be 
counted upon one hand. 
Miss Elizabeth French died in an 
Elgin hospital July JI, 1928, aged, 
79 years, 7 months, 2 days. 
She 
lived in the same house 65 years. 
She was born December IO, 1848, 
in Chicago and when two years old, 
came to Elk Grove with her par­ 
ents. 
She was a girl in her early 
teens when he r father came to Pal­ 
atine and purchased the homestead 
which was at that time a partly 
finished house. 
Miss French has lead a retired 
life all these years. 
She was a 
charter member of Sutheran Corps 
No. 89, W. R. C% Afflicted over 25 
years ago with carcinoma, she kept 
lier 
illness a secret until 
recent 
years. During the last few months, 
lier condition became more critical 
and her cousin, Flora Joiner, gave 
her almost constant care. 
Early in June Miss French had 
the misfortune to break an arm and 
while the bones knitted, that ac­ 
cident hastened her death. 
She was taken to the Elgin hos­ 
pital July 21. She received visits 
from a few of her old friends, but 
she gradually became weaker and 
died Tuesday. 
The funeral was held Thursday 
afternoon, Rev Stafford officiating. 
Interment was in Hillside cemetery. 
The large number 
of 
old 
time 
friends and quantity of floral pieces 
showed that her friends of other 
years had not forgotten 
her 
in' 
death. 
The 
pall 
bearers 
were 
nearly all 
descendants of othei 
pioneers. 
The close association 
between 
the deceased and Mrs. Joiner form­ 
ed strong bonds between them and 
the death is a severe loss to the 
woman who has done so much for 
her cousin all these years. 
Early Days in Palatine 
The passing of the French fam­ 
ily from Palatine, brings reminis- 
censes that go back further than 
the majority of the citizens can 
remember. Mr. French was a car­ 
riage maker, learning his trade in 
Cleveland. 
He was born in Ver­ 
mont, moved to Ohio in 1838, Cook 
county in 1845, seven years after 
the treaty with the Indians. When 
in Chicago he operated a carriage 
manufacturing plant on Randolph 
street. 
Following 12 years in Elk 
Grove, he came to Palatine. 
His 
first wagon 
shop was 
on the 
sight of the present Schmidt mar­ 
ket. 
He later moved his shop on 
a lot then owned by him north of 
his home on Benton street. 
There 
a blacksmith shop wTas operated in 
connection with the wagon shop. 
This building was later moved to 
the rear of the house and the lot 
it occupied sold to C. H. Patten. 
The first hearse owned in Pala­ 
tine was built by Mr. French. 
He met a tragic death in 1895, 
when be was killed by a train. He 
was walking up the railroad track 
to the Win. Wilson farm when he 
step ped from tin* path of one train, 
directly in front of another. He had 
one son, Martin French, who died 
some time 
ago. 
Win. Sigwalt,

atine, learned his trade under Mar­ 
tin French.

A RE taxes felt only by those 
x * who pay them? 
It is fre­ 
quently thought that those who 
have such a small amount of prop­ 
erty or such a small income as 
not to be subject to taxation es­ 
cape the ordeal of being burdened 
by taxes. 
Frequently it is con- 
I tended that only taxpayers should 
be allowed to vote when expend­ 
iture of funds is involved, since it 
is they who have to foot the bills 
in taxes. 
Those who pay taxes certainly 
feel them 
in a definite, tangible 
way, 
for they are forced upon 
them with apparently nothing given 
in return. 
But do not others, in 
the end, help to recoup those who 
make the 
direct payment? 
A man may possess no real es­ 
tate, but few there are who do 
riot live in a house or part of a 
house for 
which they must 
pay 
rent. The owner of the house, apart­ 
ment or hotel 
must 
pay taxes 
upon it since it is a part of his 
property. 
To him the tax 
is a 
part of his cost and lie would 
not 
have 
been 
willing to 
have 
spent Ids money in the construction 
of the building unless 
the rent 
were enough more than the tax to 
net him a fair return. 
The man 
who pays rent on a building is 
helping to pay the owner’s tax. 
Some people who own no property 
buy cigars and cigarettes. 
The 
manufacturers 
have 
been 
re­ 
quired to buy stamps and place 
them upon the packages. 
It Is un­ 
doubtedly true that the price of 
cigars and cigarettes is higher be­ 
cause of this tax, and he who 
buys them is helping the manufac­ 
turer pay his tax. 
When one numbers those who 
buy groceries, meats, clothing, and 
the many other things which sat­ 
isfy our daily wants, the great 
mass of the people is accounted 
for. 
Whether these pay taxes di­ 
rectly or not, they buy from those 
who are taxed. 
The grocer either 
pays taxes on his storeroom or else 
pays rent to the owner out of 
which taxes must be paid. 
The 
same is true of tile butcher, the 
baker, the clothier, and the jew­ 
eler. 
Who are those, then who do not 
feel the effects of taxes? 
Certain­ 
ly not those who buy goods into 
the cost of production of which 
a tax has entered, for this is re­ 
flected in a higher price. It is only 
safe to say that those who do not 
buy goods, those in the insane 
asylums, prisons and almshouses, 
do not help to pay the some $8,000,- 
000,000 annual tax burden In the 
United States.

It costs only one-quarter as much 
to send the average business or so­ 
cial letter by air mail since Aug­ 
ust first as the rate has been re­ 
duced from ten cents a half ounce 
to five cents for the first ounce or 
fraction and ten cents for eachi;a9‘ 
ceeding ounce or fraction. 
This 
means that an ordinary letter may 
he sent anywhere in this country 
for five cents and that an air mail 
package which now requires $2.00 
postage may then be sent to any 
part of the country for 95 cents. 
The regulations on air mail are 
simple. 
Any mailable m atter (ex­ 
cept perishable m atter liable to 
damage by freezing) may be sent 
by air mail. 
Registered, insured 
and C. O. D. m atter is carried by 
air mail as are packages not ex­ 
ceeding fifty pounds in weight and 
not exceeding 84 inches in length 
and girth combined.
